Writing on this subje¢i in the Weekly /rish 
Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :'—

For 
ordinary household purposes the best and 
most economical mredium to use is water- 
glass.

The waterglass should be mixed in a pail 
according to the directions; the water 
must have been boiled, cnd-allowed to 
cool. Preserving buckets, with wire 
baskets in which the eggs are placed in- 
side the bucket, are obtainable at very 
reasonable prices. The liquid must be 
quite cold bia it is poured over the 
: s. An advantage of this method is

WHAT IT MEANS 
R EPLYING to a poultry-keeper who 


asked if it was necessary to have birds

It is, therefore, clear that the birds should 
be blood-tested to eliminate any risk of 
breeding from reactors. Moreover, it is both 


i misleading and incorrect to. state that the 


eggs in this case are from blood-tested stock 
—all that can properly be claimed is that 
the _— have been bred from blood-tested 
stock. ; 

It might be stated further that it is mis- 
leading to state that eggs are from blood- 
tested stock unless the birds producing them 
have been tested twice and that there were 
no reactors in the second test. The expres- 
sion ‘‘ blood-tested stock ” is sometimes used 
in reference to a flock which, as a result 
of one test, showed a number of reactors, 
and although these reactors. were removed, 
itis outside the spirit and purpose of the 
system of testing to claim that the e 
produced by the non-reactors are from blood- 
tested stock. To do so may lead to a lack 
of confidence in blood-testing, since one or 
more carrier birds may still be present, and 
this can only be found by having retests 
made. It should, therefore, be the practice 
to have retests made so long as any reactors 
are found, and it is only when this is done 
and the final test shows no reactors that a 
flock can properly be described as blood- 
tested stock. 

It is also important to note that, in a 
case where a number of reactors is found 
at the first test, the proper procedure is to 
change the birds which passed the test to 
fresh ground, rather than to remove the 
reactors and leave the remainder of the flock 
on the original ground. If not removed to 
fresh ground, some of the birds which passed 
are liable to become affected from the con- 
taminated ground, and in this way the 
disease may be perpetuated in the flock and 
further reactors appear in subsequent tests.

E authors of this twenty-page booklet 

(‘‘Seed-borne Diseases of Cereals— 

Theit Identification and Control,” hy 
D. G. O'Brien and R. W. G. Dennis. 
British Dyestuffs . Corporation, Ltd., Man- 
chester. 1s. net) are research and advisory 
officers in plant husbandry at the West of 
Scotland Agricultural College, and the name 
of one of them (Dr. O’Brien) has for a 
number of years been associated with in- 
tensive research on the nature and control of 
seed-borne diseases. Extremely heavy losses 
occur annually in Great Britain from the 
attack of diseases of this kind cn cereals, 
notably on oats and barlev, and it is obviously 
desirable that Dr. O’Brien’s conclusions 
should be made known to a wider public than 
hitherto. This purpose should be admirably 
served by the present booklet, which ap- 
proaches the subject of seed-horne diseases 
from the point of view of facilitating their 
recognition in the field and of indicating 
cheap and efficient methods for their control. 


Plant Parasites 


Those diseases due to parasitic fungi form 
hy far the largest group attackitg cereal 
crops, and it is this class which includes the 
seed-borne diseases under discussion. The 
symptoms and methods of propagation of the 
most economically important of these diseases, 
as well as the life histories of the parasites 
responsible for them, are classified under the 
separate headings of the crops they attack— 
namely, wheat, 3ats, bariey and rye. The 
characters in which the diseases falling under 
one broad classification—such as the so-called 
‘‘smuts '—may aiffer, both among . them- 
selves and in the way thev attack different 
crops, are clearly explained; for this is an 
important point to be borne in mind when 
devising methods of control. ‘* Loose smuts”’ 
of barley and wheat, for example, unlike 
those of oats, cannot, in their very nature, 
be expected to be controllable by dry seed- 
dressing methods; but, in general, the de- 
scriptions given of the various common seed- 
borne diseases make it amply clear how it is 
only possible to check their ravages by the 
application of a fungicide at their only 
vulnerable point—namely, the point where 
the fungus is on the seed of the host—and 
why it must be hopeless to attempt to treat 
them once they have got a hold on the 
growing plant. 


Control Methods 


In a final section the authors trace the 
evolution of seed disinfectants from the. old 
wet methods of teed-pickling, using solutions 
of salt or lime, through the later use of 
copper sulphate and formalin solutions, up to 
the most modern. methods of control, using 
easily-handled dry seed dressings of high 
fungicidal power. Some idea 1s given of the 
problems which had to be overcome. in 
evolving the dry organic mercurial powders, 
such as Agrosan G, which represent the 
latest and most highly developed weapons of 
defence in the war against seed-borne 
diseases. There is also a useful note on the 
technique of hot-water treatment for con- 
trolling ‘‘ loose smuts’’ of barlev and wheat. 


THE LAMBING SEASON 


-— 


[TH the advent of the general lamb- 
W ing season, special care of the ewe 
flock is necessary. Usually little, if 
any, assistance is required at lambing, but 
frequent inspection of the flock is advised so 
that any cases where assistance is necessary 
may be observed. Before giving assistance 
to a lambing ewe, the hands should be well 
‘washed with soap and warm water to which 
a little disinfectant has been added, and 
then lubrigated with raw hinseed oil, 

The ewes and their lambs should be run 
on a fresh field of young grass, and where 
early fat lambs are desired, a little hand- 
feeding given. A mixture composed of equal 
parts of crushed oats. bran and decorticated 
earthnut cake is suitable for this purpose.

MORE. DAIRY BULLS | 
WANTED 


A CO. DUBLIN DEFICIENCY 
Dex with the progress of cow-test- 


ing in Co. Dublin, where two associa- 
tions are operating, the 1954 report of 
the Dublin County Committee of Agriculture 
comments on the fact that the number of 
calves ear-marked does not compare favour- 
ably with ‘the number of registered cows. 
This regrettable feature is attributed to the 
lack of qualified dairy bulls and other circum- 
stances: . The lack of qualified dairy bulls, 
it is said, deprives members of associations 
of the principal benefits of cow-testing— 
namely, the improvement of herds by breed- 
ing from the best cows and high-class quall- 


fied bulls. Where a lack of such bulls exists, 


it is open to members of associations to con- 
sider the question of availing of the Depart- 


ment’s scheme for placing special dairy bulls 


at reduced prices for the use of members. 
Another means of procuring’ suitable bulls is 
to avail of the premium bull scheme. The 
average milk yields of the cows tested in the 
two associations in County Dublin may be 
classed as high, while the milk yields of best 
cows—approximately 30 to 40 per cent. of 
the cows under test—are excellent. If the 
best milkers were/mated with suitable bulls, 
a big advanite would result,

Dublin Dairy Problems 


Dairying in Co. Dublin stands on a very 
different footing from that in most other 
counties, and, therefore, the problems are not 
the same. - Milk is re Pe almost entirely 
for consumption whole, and a measure of 
control exists as regards cow houses- and 
premises, and to some extent as regards the 
health of the cows. . Costs of production are 
higher than in most other parts of the 
country owing to the relatively high rents 
and wages payable, and to the lack of con. 
venient accommodation wm grazing, as well as 
the high costs of winter foods. The general 
high level of overhead charges make it par- 
ticularly important that low vielding cows in 
the herds are identified and eliminated. Re- 
liable milk records provide the only sure 
means of identifying them. 


Tuberculin-tested Herds & 


Within the past few years a large ‘number 
of dairy farmers in County Dublin Have built 
up. tubercle-free herds; and, im addition, 
are producing milk under clean and healthy 
conditions. Hitherto, the vast majority of 
County: Dublin dairy farmers did not attempt 
to breed their own cows, because of the high 
cost of rearing ealves and the lack of pasture 
land on which to graze the young females 
until calving at three years old or there- 
abouts. 


Cows That Are Lost 
A great number of our best dairy cows find 
their way into County Dublin herds, but in 


most cases they are lost as valuable assets in 
breeding high-class milkers In the :najority 
of cases these valuable dairy cows are mated 
with Angus and Hereford bulls, so that 
their calves may command a ready market at 
birth. This system; coupled with the export 
of our most valuable dairy cows, constitutes 
a severe drain on the country’s best breeding 
stock, and must to a large extent. nulli' 
other efforts to iniprove our dairy cattle. I! 
would ‘seem that we have row arrived at a 


stage when tubercle free dairy cows will be 
the aim of most herd owners, and this prais: 
worthy effort may resu'. in the utilisation of 


these healthy cows for breeding heifers to re 
place wastage in the herds. 

Having built up a healthy herd, it would 
he sound policy to utilise the animals cov 
stituting it for breed‘ng purposes. It word 
be a very unwise policy to sell the female 
progeny of such animals and again face tha 
market to purchase cows, many of w 
would, no doubt, fail to pass the test.

SOME RECENT FINDS 


At a lecture which was given at the Leinster 
College of Irish by Mr. Sean P. O Riordáin, 
M.A., on Recent Archeological Research— 
Dr. Séamus O Searcaigh, M.A., in the chair— 
the lecturer dealt with the more interesting 
of the new acquisitions by the- National 
Museum, these being taken in chronological 
sequence ranging from more unusual types of 
stone axes to Bronze Age objects and early 
Christian and Viking period finds. 

Dealing with the 1934 excavations, which 
were conducted as part of the Government 
scheme for the relief of unemployment, the 
lecturer said that this was the first time that 
resources. were made available by which Irish 
archeologists could carry on excavations on a 
large scale, and the researches had in every 
case been successful in making many additions 
to our knowledge of the countrws past. These 
excavations, together with the less spectacular 
but-equally useful work of collecting and re- 
cording each new find, will gradually give us 
a new conception of Irish archeological 
history. In many instances the Museum had 
been helped in its work by teachers through- 
out the country, who were instrumental in 
reporting new finds and in helping the 
Museum to acquire them.

SOME REMARKS. ABOUT 
EGGS 


yj AcREBEL, French beans, new pota- 

toes, lamb, veal and spring onions 
are among the foods mentioned by “ The 
Director ” in the article on.‘‘ The Month’s 
Good Fare;’’ in the April number of 
Good. Housekeeping. 

As Lent continues until April 20th (says 
Good Housekeeping), followed by Easter 
celebrations, there is” much to be re- 
membered when arranging the catering for 
the next four weeks. We. must say good- 
bye to. some typical winter fare, including 
Brussels sprouts, celery and broccoli, but 
at the same time we can welcome some of 
the delicious spring vegetables. 

April is, indeed, rather a pleasant month 
for the housewife, some of the most 
popular foods being easily obtainable. 


SUBSTITUTE FOR MEAT 
Eggs, which are at their cheapest and 


best just now, make an excellent substitute 


for meat, and can be served in innumerable 
ways. The eaterer who looks ahead will 
be anxious to put down eggs this month 
for autumn and winter use. | 

The best method of preserving them is a 
much debated subject, especially among 
country people. In practice, one finds that 
both lime water and water-glass give very 
satisfactory. results. Occasionally one 
finds a preserved egg that is watery, 
probably due to the condition of the shell, 
which is more than usually porous. 

The eggs should be put down when abso- 
lutely: fresh ; they cannot possibly be too 
new-laid, and are best if put into the solu- 
tion immediately they are cold. According 
to the Ministry of Agriculture leaflet on 
the subject, infertile eggs are to be pre- 
ferred for preserving. 

A .question which we are asked 
dozens. of times during the year in 
connection; ‘with. the preservation of 
eggs 1s. whether, whem ..once, put into 
water-glass, they can -be removed 
temporarily without being spoilt. In the 
ordinary way, one does not advocate the 
renioval of the eggs. until. immediately 
before they are to be cooked, but in ex- 
ceptional circumstances, such as when 
moving, houses, they should be left until 
the last moment, then packed. in lime 
in a box, and put back into fresh water- 

lass as soon as possible “after arrival at 
the new home. Attended to in this way, 


they should travel perfectly safely.

DEAD 


GERMAN REFUGEES’ 
FATE

Two women refugees from Germany—one a 
Doctor of Philosophy—who were found dead 
yesterday in a locked flat in Great Ormond 
street. London, are believed to have been the 
victims of a suicide pact. They were identi- 
fied as Dr. Dora Fabian, aged between 30 and 
40, a writer on economic subjects and secretary 
to a former Socialist member of the Reichstag, 
and Miss Matilda Wurm, aged about 56, also 
a writer. They had been rch in London 
since escaping from Germany, following the 
Nazi revolution. 

They are thought to have died from poison- 
ing. To within a few hours of the tragedy 
they had been engaged in securing assistance 
in London for Herr Jacob, the German 
journalist, who was recently kidnapped in 
Switzerland. 

Dr. Fabian was at one time secretary to 
Dr. Rosenfeldt, a former Socialist member 
of the Reicastag. and a Minister of Justice 
for Prussia. After Torgler’s arrest she was 
forced to flee the aang É She was divorced 
some years ago from her husband, also a 
doctor, who holds a business appointment in 
Berlin. 

It is believed that Miss Wurm, as she was 
known, is the wife of a former People’s 
Commissar in the German Revolution of 
1918. An anti-Nazi writer who knew Dr. 
Fabian said that her house was burgled about 
eighteen months ago. “No money was 
taken,’’. he said, “but private papers were 
removed. It was believed that Nazi agents 
were responsible. She escaped from Germany 
with great difficulty.’’ 

It is understood that the exact cause of 
death will «ot be known until after a post- 
mortem examination.

The Earl of Derby’s life-long services to 
Lancashire were acknowledged yesterday, 
when, on his seventieth birthday anniversary, 
he received a presentation to which over 
80,000 people had subscribed a shilling each. 
The gift took the form of a piece of gold 
plate, but as it was not yet ready Lord Derby 
received in token a copy of the design. 

The Countess of Derby was presented with 
a jewel, and with a special cabinet enclosing 
twenty-two volumes inscribed with the 
Signatures of the subscribers. With each 
presentation there were messages of affec- 
tionate greeting. 

A message from the King expressed his best 
wishes that Lord Derby might long be spared 
to continue his valuable work for the people 
of Lancashire and for the ais: 

Lord Derby, acknowledging the presenta- 
tion, said that he doubted whether anyone 
else had had such an honour as had been 
given him—-standing in the midst of some 
thousands of his fellow-countrymen and 
receiving from them stich a welcome. He 
was not a great Shakespearian scholar, but 
he saw recently a mention of a sentence that 
had been put into the mouth of one of his 
ancestors by Sh when, speaking to 
the K ne e sad said: “My friends are in 
the North.” It is nice to think, Lord Derby 
added, that after the lapse of many genera- 
tions the present titular head of the family 
can say with the same truth as he did: 
“My friends are in the North.” " 

One thing he was proud of was that 
through successive generations each Lord 
Derby, in. his day, had done his best to play 
his best in his county and his country. 
Paying a tribute to Lady Derby, he said:— 
She always = her best to help me 
with advice, and to take her part in those 
works in the county which a woman can 
do so much better than a man. Apart from 
my love for her, there will always be grati- 
tude for the help she has always given, 
and for the children she also gave me. For 
the future I have sons and grandsons who 
will carry on, I know, the Stanley traditions, 
probably better than I have, but not with 
more love of the county than T have. 

The Countess of Derby said that, when she 
thought of the gorgeous gift, representing 
the loving kindness of over 83, le, 
her heart was too full for words. She shanieed 
them for the friendship and affection which 
they had shown to her husband, whose work 
for Lancashire had been a labour of love. 

Among those who paid tribute to Lord 
and Lady Derby were the Lord Mayors of 
Manchester and Liverpool, and the Earl of 
Crawford and Balcarres.

Taking postage into account, stamp duty 
would cost the Council £1,500 a year at 
least. 

The Chairman suggested that the Secretary 
might draw up a resolution protesting against 
the new liability, and bring this before the 
next meeting, together with his views on a 
suggestion that pay clerks be appointed.

TERMITES’ TASTES 
AND TACTICS

HOW THEY DEVOURED A 
TELEPHONE SYSTEM 


—-v& ——— 


Darwin's white ants, or termites, one of 
tropical North Australia's pests, and one of 
the world’s most interesting and puzzling, 
have lately shown considerable interest in the 
local telephone system. They have eaten 
through cement and an inch thickness of 
earthenware; a thick coating of arsenic and 
vaseline; a lead cable, a quarter of an inch 
thick; the insulation of the telephone wires, 
and have carried in wet earth which made 
contact with the exposed wires and short- 
circuited the system. 

They, says Austral News, are not really 
ants at all, and although they live by chew- 
ing wood to powder, they cannot digest it. 
They are enabled to relish wood only through 
the presence in their intestines of colonies of 
single-celled organisms called flagellates, 
which, if destroyed,- result in the death of 
the termites themselves, Another puzzle is 
the instinct that guides the termite to bore 
patiently through lead to find the tastier 
materials behind it. 

Some time ago termites attacked the 
ceiling of a large building. To reach it they 
came from the ground outside, and for the 
purpose built a covered passage of clay up 
the external wall. This acted as a protection 
from natural enemies and from light, which 
the termite abhors.

Reserved judgment was delivered in the 
summons in which the Court was asked to 
determine whether Miss Annie O’Connor, who 
died at 10 Rue de Florence, Paris, on the 
29th March, 1934, was at the time of her 
death domiciled in tie Free State or in 
France. 

The Munster and Leinster Bank, Lid., as 
administrators of the personal estate, Were 
the plaintifis, and the defendants were 
Monica Catherine O'Connor, Aloysius B. D. 
O'Connor, Mrs. Haddie O’Comnor and 
Maureen O’Connor, all of 70 South Main 
street, Cork; William Patrick O’Connor, 47 
Overton road, Abbeywood, London; Ellen 
Agnes O'Connor, of the Convent ef Our Lady 
of Sion, Chepstow, London, and Olga 
Koukar, 10 Rue de Florence, Paris. 

The late Miss Annie O'Connor was born at 
84 South Main street, Cork, in 1858, where 
her father carried on business until he ve. 
moved to 79 South Main street, Cork, in 
1861. After a period in Spain as a governess, 
she opened up business at 10 Rue de Florence, 
Paris, as a beauty doctor or specialist, about 
thirty years ago. She came to Cork almost 
every year for some weeks, staying at 79 
South Main street, of which she held the 
lease, having been executrix and trustee of 
her father’s will. She died in 1934, Laving 
made her last will in Cork in 1932, appoint- 
‘ing the Munster and Leinster Bank, Ltd., as 
her executors and trustees. Before her death 
in 1934 she made m Paris what was 
recognised by French law as a valid holo- 
graph will, whereliy she bequeathed to Mlle. 
Olga Koukar her Institut de Beauté, At the 
time of her death her assets consisted of 
leasehold property in Cork City valued at 
£1,500; stocks and shares in Saorstat Eireann, 
£8,650; stocks and shares in English and 
Scotch concerns, £3,635; furniture iy 79 South 
Main street, Cork; 7,000 francs in France; 
some jewellery, furniture, utensils and stock- 
in-trade at 10 Rue de Florence, Paris. 

On the judge’s answer to the question 
about her domicile depended whether all the 

roperty, both here and in Frange, should be 
iable to pay French death dutiés, an answer 
in the affirmative meaning that the estate 
would be so assessed. 

Mr. H. Poole (instructed by Mr. James J. 
Mooney) appeared for the plaintiffs; Mr. R. 
Brereton Barry (instructed by Mr. A. Cox) 
for the French ‘Government; Mr. _ R. 
McGonigal (instructed by Mr. D. TF. 
McCarthy) for Ellen Agnes O’Connor; Mr. 
Binchy, K.C., and Mr. 1. P. McCarthy (in- 
structed by Mr. P. A. Mooney) for W. P. 
O'Connor, Aloysius O'Connor, Mrs. Haddie 
O'Connor and Maureen O’Connor; Mr. W. 
C, A. Hungerford (instructed by Messrs. W. 
J. Shannon and Co.) for Mile. Olga Koukar. 

Mr. Justive Meredith, holding that at the 
time of her death the testatrix was domiciled 
in France, said that, as the testatrix had 
heen residing and carrying on business in 
Paris for forty years immediately preceding 
her death, the only question was whether 
there was evidence to rebut the strong pre- 
sumption that arose from such long-continued 
evidence, It was clear that to the end she 
retained her Trish nationality, but that was a 
matter of political status, and was not suffi- 
cient to rebut the presumption of a domicile 
of choice arising from leng-continned and 
free residence. It was preved that testatrix 
come to Cork every year for three or four 
weeks, and on one. occasion for a year; but 
it would appear that during that. vear she 
maintained her business in France, She was 
the executrix of her father’s will, and waa 
the residuary legatee, and there was nothing 
to show that she came to Ireland otherwise 
than on readily explicable visits that did not 
imply any change of residence. 

Further, continued Mr, Justice Meredith, 

the retention of a zoom in Cork was in no 

way inconsistent with French domicile. The 

testatrix gave instructions about her burial 

that showed clearly that she contemplated the 

possibility of continuing to reside in Paris to 

the date of her death. She promised her 

solicitor, Mr. J. 8. Mooney, that she would 

leave a note, with the instructions about her 

burial, in the desk in her apartments in 

Paris, marked, ''To be opened after my 

death.” This, combined with the other facts 

of the case, to his mind, made the case un- 

arguable. The desire of testatrix to be buried 

in Cork showed where her heart was «ves 

uestion of domicile was not one of the heart.

OPERATION OF THE

Reserved judgment was delivered in fayou 
of the respondent in the appeal in the case of 
Mrs. Jane Cauliield, of Hollymount, Lee 
road, Cork, against Miss Julia isennv, of 11 
Princes street, ‘Cork. ‘The appeal 
brought on behalf of Mrs. Caulfield from an 
order of the High Court a‘irming a dismissal! 
by the Circuit Court Judge of her applica- 
tion to have the standard rent of the dwell- 
inghouse, shop and premises, 11 Princes 
street, Cork, fixed. 

Tne Circuit Court Judge held that Mrs. 
Caulfield had not lived in the premises beiore 
her. application to the Court, ia having been 
in occupation of the shop only, and having 
sub-let the upper portion, and that she had 
one—if not two—residences, including a flat in 
Middle Abbey street, Dublin. Te held that 
the shop portion of the premises could not be 
brought within the provisions of the Increase 
of Rent and Mortgage Restriction Acts, as 
the premises were let for a term of years, 
and that, consequently, Mrs, Caulfield was 
not entitled to the protection of the Act. In 
the view of the Circuit Court Judge, a 
tenant, to secure the benefit of the Act, must 
be in personal occupation or actual possession 
of the premises in respect of which protec- 
tion was sought. 


THE DECISION 

The Chief Justice, in his judgment, | said 
that, while admitting that Mrs. Caybfeld 
was not, and never had been, in acjafal oc- 
cupation of. or residence in, the  demised 
dwelling-honse, and had, in fact, sub- 
let the whole of the residentfal part of the 
premises, it was conten that she was, 
nevertheless. entitled the benefit. of the 
Increase of Rent trictions) provisions of 
the Acts. It wowll be seen that, if this con- 
tention was right, it would have a far-reach- 
ing effect, and give to middlemen a benefit 
which, he“felt assured, the Legislature never 
contemplated conferring on them.

n his opinion, the Circuit Judge rightly 
ruled that the applicant was not a person 
on whom the Increase of Rent and Mortgage 
Interest (Restrictions) Acts conferred the 
benefits and privileges for which she was, 
apparently, looking, inasmuch as she was not 
at. the. time of her application, or at any 
time in respect of the demised premises, an 
occupying tenant of a dwelling-house within 
the meaning of these Acts. 

But he was of opinion, for another reason, 
that the application was wholly unsustain- 
able. This was an application made merely 
for the purpose of fixing a standard rent 
avowedly for the purposes of the rent pro- 
visions, and not for the purpose of the eject- 
ment or mortgage provisions.

conversation dealing with the life and in- 
terests of the children, They did not:prepare 
appropriate lessons on these matters, and 
they did not provide the children with a 
vocabulary and forms of expression that they 
required to discuss their games, their toys, 
and the other things about which children 
prattled from morning to night. 


IN THE GAELTACHT 


Some inspectors reported that a great im- 
provement was Observable in regard to the 
position of Irish in the schools of the Breac- 
Ghaedhealtacht, One imspector: stated that 
Irish was in a healthy state in the schools 
of the Gaeltacht, but English was making a 
determined invasion in the homes, _ Irish 
speakers were very anxious to acquire 
English, and the coming of English meant 
the passing of Irish, 

To enable teachers to deal more effectively 
with the programme there had been a lighten- 
ing of it in certain respects. Rural-science 
had been made optional in all schools, and 
the number of schools in which mathematics 
was obligatory had been lessened. English 
had been made an optional subject. in the 
first standard in all Irish schools. 

Regarding the primary schools’ certificate 
examination, he regretted to say that it con- 
tinued to attract but little support from the 
national schools. The number of pupils pre- 
sented for examination last year represented 
only about twenty per cent. of those eligible 
to attend, owing to the non-participation of 
the greater number of ie national 
schools. The Department had had under con- 
sideration various proposals, with the double 
aim of placing examination arrangements on 
a more satisfactory basis. It was not yet 
possible to announce the outcome of the dis- 
cussions. ‘The scheme for the giving of con- 
certs by the No. 1 Army Band was continued 
for a second season Waterford music lovers 
had been stirred by Dublin’s example, and 
the Waterford Orchestral Society were givin 
‘this year six concerts for primary schools 
programmes, The working of the scheme 
would be watched with interest, as it set a 
headline for other centres. 


ENGLISH MAKING 
HEADWAY 


Referring to Irish in the Gaeltacht. the 
Minister said that it was losing. ground in 
the greater part of the Gaeltacht, and 
throughout the Breach-Gaeltacht the habit 
of speaking English had Leen getting a hold 
of the people. : 

Regarding secondary education, he was 
glad to say that the progress still continned. 
The number of pupils in attendance was 
52,584 in 1933-34, an increase of 1,418 over 
the previous year. The number of schools 
had increased by three to 314. The position 
of Trish continued to improve. He had re- 
ferred last year to the question of home 
work—that the amount was excessive—and 
that they proposed to remove the cause of 
complaint. He was not sure if their efforts 
had been successful, but he believed that. 
with the co-operation between parents and 
managers and teachers any reason for com- 
plaint would disappear soon. A Commission 
had been set up last year to report on the 
reformatory and. industrial schools system. 
To date fifteen sittings had been held, twenty- 
four witnesses examined and about thirty 
schools and a place of detention had been 
visited. 

In the session 1933-34 Vocational Education 
Committees had maintained their course of 
steady development of continuation and tech- 
nical education. Additional teachers had 
heen employed, new centres had been opened, 
and plans made for better accommodation. 
The work of the Dublin schools had won such 
general recognition that in practically every 
case day classes were filled inside the first 
fortnight. Students were beginning to enrol] 
at the age of fourteen, instead of hanging 
hack until they were fifteen or sixteen. 
Steady progress had been made in the linking 
up of technical schools with local industries. 


THE VICEREGAL LODGE 


One interesting development was the rapid 
expansion in the number of vocational educa- 
tion eentres at which physical culture was 
Another development was the pro- 
nosed recast of the examinations system. 
Considerable progress had been made re- 
garding the position of Irish im vocational 
education generally. In art teaching the 
chief matter of note had been the apr: ‘nt- 
ment of a standing schools’ committee to deal 
with the organisation and development of the 
Metropolitan School of Art. 

During the year satisfactory progress had 
been made in the three divisions of the 
National Museum. It had been found neces- 
sary to provide more accommodation, and 
the arrangements for. the adaptation of the 
Vice Recal Lodge building, in the Phoenix 
Park, for museum purposes were being 
expedited. The buildings in the park when 
adapted would be sufficient to house large 
sections of the museum for many years to 
come. It would be premature to make a 
definite announcement with regard to the 
exact sections of the museum to be housed 
in the park, but it was hoped, however, that 
a folk museum, on the lines of certain Scandi- 
navian museums, eventually would materialise 
in parts of the lodge buildings. In addition, 
the lodge probably would have to house a 
large portion of the art and industrial collec-

_ If the spirit that hitherto had been shown 
in that matter was the spirit that sat in the 
Department of Education, the Minister was 
not going to influence Irish-speaking dis- 
tricts. The Gaelic League movement was 
never anything but a big propaganda move- 
ment, and no one could point to twenty 
people who from the beginning of the 
League’s activities, had made an addition 
to the Irish language position. 

Mr. CLERY -(T.F., Mayo)—Nonsense.

There was great danger in this country of

make schools attractive for children and to 
make them use their seiises Other than hear- 
ing for the purpose of ‘it-struction. He 
suggested that the Minister ought to consider 
whether a modest start might’ be made in 
providing educational] films, and, if need be, 
a travelling appatatas, They might supple- 
ment the prog-amne by familiarising the 
children with ‘good m-sic, By good music 
he “did not mean the insular view that no 
music is good if it was not dispensed with 
a fiddle or a bagpipe. He would like to see 
good Irish music dispensed, but also that of 
Germany, Spain, and Continental countries. 
He suggested that the Minister should 
undertake to experiment with the closing of 
a number of small schools in a parish, and 
the erection of one central school fed by 
omnibus services. It was ludicrous to give 
bonuses to Gaeltacht children speaking Irish 
when many of. them were going to schools 
where the teachers could not teach them the 
Irish language or certainly could not use it 
as a medium of instruction. 


SUMMERHILL DETENTION 
HOUSE

house of detention at Summerhill. lí the 
State determined. that it was desirable to 
remove a child from the family surroundings 
it devolved on the State to take every pvs- 
sible precaution to ensure that the surround- 
ings into which it removed the child would 
approximate as closely as possible to those 
surroundings from which it was being taken.

GAELTACHT POSITION 


SATISFACTORY 


Mr. DERRIG, replying, said that Deputy 
Dillon had wasted the time of the House in 
stating things that’ he had dealt «with last 
year. Regarding the Summerhill Institution, 
it was not correct to say that young children 
of three and four years had been kept there. 
That might have occurred only in extremely 
exceptional. cases... He invited deputies and 
members of the publie to visit the institution 
and study the. conditions there. 
A good deal had been said about the Irish 
language, but were they ever to reach the 
point where Irish would be used in the pro- 
fessional and commercial life of the com- 
munity and attain its rightful position 
in the life of the State unless the subjects in 
the primary schools were taught through 
the medium of Irish? He denied any sug- 
gestion that poor children did not receive as 
good a chance of learning Irish and _attend- 
ing a good school as anybody else. 
Criticism had been levelled at the Gael- 
tacht, but the reports of departmental in- 
spectors showed that the position of the Irish 
language in the Gaeltacht was meng ene a 
There was a general acceptance in the 
country as to the merits of the gradual de- 
velopment of Irish as the medium of instruc- 
tion in the schools. Irish was at present the 
medium of instruction in the primary schools, 
and they hoped to develop that system, so 
that subjects would be taught through Irish 
up to the fifth standard. 


ALL-IRISH SCHOOLS 


The all-Irish schools existing in Dublin 
were crowded out, while in other parts of 
the country the difficulty was to secure 
pupils in sufficient. numbers to. start such 
schvols. He was not satisfied that there was 
a necessity for setting up these schools. en- 
tirely at Government expense, but he. was 
not without hope that a solution of the 
problem would be found. He could not pro- 
mise that all-Irish schools would be financed 
and maintained by the Government. The 
suggestion of a separate inspectorate for the 
Gaeltacht had been considered and found im- 
practicable. 

The whole question of training colleges was 
under consideration, and he was awaiting a 
report on the position.

The Thumbscrew 


Ground is being lost on the Gaelic front. 
Speaking in Dáil Eireann yesterday on 
the 1935-36 vote of £108,000 for his depart- 
ment, the Minister for Educatiortlet slip a 
few admissions which must sadden the 
apostles of compulsory Irish. The language, 
said Mr, Derrig, is ‘‘ making progress ’’ in 
the majority of the Free State’s schools ; 
but this pleasantly wide statement was 
qualified at once by the information that 
few schools in the Galltacht—which is 
everywhere outside the full-blooded and 
the half-and-half Gaeltacht—were  con- 
triving to make their pupils speakers of 
Irish. Therein, we suggest, lies the 
indictment of the Government’s policy of 
compulsory Irish. As things are to-day, 
nearly every child possesses a smattering 
of Irish at. the time when he leaves school, 
just as he possesses a bookish smattering 
of French or Latin; but he is no more fit 


to chatter in French with a Parisian taxi- 
driver or to discourse in Latin with an 
archbishop. If he had any inclination to 
persevere with his Irish, a day might come 
when he would be really familiar with the 
language ; and in such an event, no doubt, 
his school training would stand him in 
good stead, just as school French provides 
an admirable basis for further study. Un- 
fortunately, the schoolboy and school girl 
do not persevere with their Irish. It is 
nothing more to them than another tedious 
subject, involving a great deal of hard 
wark—just another subject like algebra, 
or Latin or trigonometry. Instead of 
regarding a knowledge of Irish as some- 
thing that it befits patriotic citizens to 
possess—which is the only possible basis 
for a genuine programme of “' Gaelicisa- 
tion '——the children look upon it as a 
nuisance, and are delighted when the end 
of their school days brings the end of their 
Gaelic studies. What does it avail them 
to have racked their young brains with all 
the declensions and all the rules when 
they have forgotten everything within a 
few months? 

There are two formidable obstacles to the 
revival of Gaelic. In the first place, there 
is the enormously. superior utility of the 
English language. English is necessary 
for cuildren who must earn their bread and 
butter; and, apart from that considera- 
tion, it is a modern language, a language 
which can express everything that needs 
| to be expressed to-day, a language which 
Í enables Irish people to keep contact with 
the large world beyond our shores, a 
language which makes virtually all desir- 
able knowledge available to people who 
can read. We do not stress the point that 
English has at least as strong a claim as 
Gaelic to be regarded as the national 
Janguage of this country, inasmuch 
as Ireland has contributed many of 
its best writers, who are keeping it 
virile when the tendency in Eng- 
land is to emasculate it. It is 
largely as a result of these qualities of 
virility and usefulness that English con- 
tinues to establish itself even in those 
districts which hitherto have been the 
stronghold of Irish. Mr. Derrig admitted 
yesterday, on the authority of a school- 
inspector, that, while Irish is “in a 
healthy state” in the Gaeltacht schools, 
English is “ making a determined inva- 
sion in the homes,’’ and that Irish-speakers 
are very anxious to obtain a knowledge of 
English. The second obstacle to the revival 
is the Government’s policy of compulsion. 
When the language was studied for its own 
sake, and by enthusiasts—as it was studied 
before the War—it made hosts of converts, 
with the result that the great majority of 
people who really can speak Irish now, out- 
side the diminishing Gaeltacht, are thie 
people of forty and upwards who acquired 
their .knowledge in those years of en- 
thusiasm. How many young people to- 
day,:who have had the language rammed 
down .their throats by the Department of 
Education, have the slightest interest in it 
and anything more than the slightest 
understanding of it?’ Once again we urge 
the Government to reconsider its attitude 
towards the Irish language and to abandon 
its system of compulsion before it has de- 
stroyed all hope of a Gaelic revival.

The Palace of the Ministry for Foreign 
Affairs at Prague, where Mr. Anthony 
“Eden was welcomed yesterday in the course 
of his ‘‘ informative tour ” of European 


capitals. 

Not far from the Royal Palace at Prague 
is situated the historical, dreamy Loretto 
Place, at the threshold of which the visitor 
may see the majestic mass of the Czernin 
Palace, the present home of the Czecho- 
slovakian Department of Foreign Affairs. 
It was built in the years 1660-87 by Count 


a ee 


Czernin of Chudenic, a member of an 
aristocratic Czech family, which traces its 
origins historically as far back as 1193. 
The palace is a large building, with an 
immense facade cut by thirty demi-columns 
joining four storeys of windows. The 
thickness of the columns produce a curious 
effect of light and shade. 

Soon after the death of the founder, the 
palace fell into neglect, and the precious 
contents of its picture gallery were taken 
to Vienna. The building was later pur- 


chased by the Austro-Hungarian Govern- 
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ment and transíormed into a military 
barracks, Its gorgeous staircase, decorated 
with frescoes, was destroyed, the old 
artistic statues thrown down, and the 
whole architectural treasures disfigured. 

The Czechoslovak Government has taken 
over this rare old Czech monumental! build- 
ing in a most deplorable condition, and 
only by spending enormous sums of money 
on its restoration has it been possible to 
resurrect the simple grandeur of the palace 
arid make it a dignified seat of the 
Ministry for Foreign Affairs.

PRAGUE, Thursday. 

Mr. Eden hail a two hours’ talk with 
Dr. Benes, the Foreign Minister, this 
morning, which, Reuter was informed, was 
extremely friendly. 

Dy. Benes is believe to have expressed 
the view that Czechoslovakia would wel- 
come the Eastern Pact, either with or 
without the adherence of Germany and 
Poland, but with the hope that these two 
countrics would later join in. 

Mr. Eden gave Dr. Benes a full account 
of what he has heard in Berlin, Moscow 
and Warsaw.

“ M. Benes warmly thanked Mr. Eden 
for his visit to Prague and for the com- 
munications His Excellency made to him 
on the subject of the results of his journey 
to the other capitals. 

“ On his side, M. Benes gave him a 
detailed exposé of the peace policy of 
Czechoslovakia. 

‘* M. Benes and Mr. Eden noted the per- 
fect identity of aims and policy of the two 
Governments as regards the safeguarding 
of general peace and their sincere and 
immutable attachment to the policy of the 
League of Nations.”’ 

At the luncheon given in Mr. Eden’s 
honour, Dr. Benes. proposing the health 
of King George, said:

There were a few counties in which he 
thought hetter results in regard to road ad- 
ministration could be obtained, and he hoped 
to apply some pressure in these cases. There 
was room for considerable improvement in 
regard to the maintenance of roads in some 
urhan areas.

£57,216 in the provision made by County 
Councils for maintenance of main and county 
roads, and an increase of about £26,800 in 
the amount voted for surface dressing of main 
and county roads. 

“The collection of revenue by County 
Councils,’’ continued the Vice-President, 
‘‘ was very backward in the first half of the 
financial year, largely due to the délay in 
the issue of the rate warrants. By December, 
however, over £1,000.000 had been collected, 
and since then there has been continuous im- 
provement. The complete returns up to the 
end of March are not yet available, but there 
are indications that in some counties the posi- 
tion Will be better than at this time Jast 
year. ~Of~eleven counties of which returns 
are available there is a marked improvement 
in six eases, and in the remainder there is no 
disimprovement.”” 

Coticluding, he said that so far very little 
action had heen taken by local bodies in 
connection with the.town and regional plan- 
ning. though the Act had been -¢irculated 
last November. He proposed to take the 
matter up with the local hodies with a view 
to encouraging them to give effect to the 
Act’s provisions. 


CREDIT NOTES 


Mr. Brennan satd that the credit note 
system had operated against. the poorest 
people. The returns of collected rates showed 
that there was no justification. for the issue 
of credit notes, and the svstem had not 
operated in fawour of the collection of rates 
to any mirkéd extent.”

Gallery, . 

Mr. T. KELLY (F.F., Dublin, N.) asked 
the Minister to consider the advisability of 
having the National Gallery open at least one 
night in the week. He knew the Gallery for 
the last sixty years, and he never knew it cpen 
at night-time. The cloakroom receipts for the 
National Gallery, he added, amounted to three 
shillings for the year, and that spoke for 
itself. 

Mr. COSTELLO (U.1., Dublin County) said 
that the position of Director of the National 
Gallery was filled by the Secretary to the 
Commissioners of Charitable Donations and 
Bequests, and in ordinary circumstances the 
salary was £500 a year. The Gallery was a 
tremendous asset to the country, and housed 
one of the finest collections of pictures in any 
capital city in the world. The Secretary to 
the Commissioners of Charitable Donations 
and Bequests carried on the duties of Director 


of the National Gallery at a salary of £200 
a year inclusive. 


The late. Director of the 
Nationat Gallery, Dr. Bodkin, carried out his 
duties im a manner that had increased the 
prestige of the Gallery at home and abroad, 
and increased the financial asset of the Gallery 
by his care in the selection of the pictures he 
urchased for the Gallery. If his services 
had been retained, as they ought to have 
been, they could have looked forward to some- 
thing useful being done for the Gallery. 

Mr. DERRIG said that prior to the appoint- 
ment of Dr. Bodkin the post had been held 
at £500 per annum by Sir Hugh Lane and

| MEMORY OF DEAN 
_ LYSTER 
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DEDICATION OF FAMOUS 
ORGAN

The dedication of the organ in St. Mary $ 
Church, Enniscorthy, to the memory of the 
late Very Rev. H, C. Lyster, B.D., Dean of 
Ferns and Rector of Enniscorthy for thirty- 
five years, took place to-day, 

Dean Lyster resigned the Incumbency of 
Enniscorthy in June, 1950, to take up the 
chaplainey of the Magdalene Asylum, Dublin. 

When the restoration of the famous old 
organ in St. Mary's Church became necessary 
it was decided that the dedication of the 
work to the memory of Dean Lyster would 
suitably commemorate his great interest in 
church music. The organ was first played 
at ‘the Service of Thanksgiving for the 
victory of British arms in the Battle of 
Waterloo, which was held in. the Chapel 
Royal,« Dublin. In 1864 the organ was 
erected in St. Mary’s Church, Enniscorthy, in 
memory of the Vory Kev. Dean Brown, a 
former rector, 

There was a congregation of over 400 
people at to-day’s c@mony, and the clergy 
included: The Right. Rev. Dr, Day, Bishop 
of Ferns; Very Rev. Dean Lindsay, Vener- 
able Archdeacon Willis, the Rev, Chancellor 
Rennigon, the Rev. Canon Fry, the Rev. 
Canon Ludgate, the Rev. Canon Talbot, the 
Rev. C. J. Tyndall, Rector of Enniscorthy. 

The soloists were Mrs. Day and Mr. Robert 
Irwin. with Mr. Lennox Braid at the organ. 

In the course of the special sermon the 
Bishop said that from the earliest ‘days 
music has borne a prominent place in the 
worship of the Church. Nothing was dearer 
to Dean Lyster’s heart than that music in

SHANNON AND LIFFEY 
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HERR BUCHI’S REPORT TO 
THE CORPORATION 


The report of Herr Buchi to the Dublin 
Corporation on the Griffith-Moynihan-Kettle 
scheme, which contemplates the joint develop- 
ment of Liffey Valley catchment areas as 
an additional source of domestic water sup- 
plies for Dublin and a reinforcement of elec- 
tricity supplies from Ardnacrusha, now is in 
the hands of:the City Manager of Dublin. 

In the course of his review of possibilities 
from the point of view of Dublin s domestic 
water needs, Herr Buchi gives his fullest 
approval to the scheme recently outlined in 
the /rish Times for the construction of a 
5,000 acre reservoir at Poulaphuca as a source 
of additional electric power and potable 
water supplies; bat he indicates that a 
partial development of the Poulaphuea dam 
and reservoir might be proceeded with for 
water-supply purposes if the Electricity Sup- 
ply Board is not prepared to proceed at once 
with the full co-operative at me for hydro- 
electric and water-supply purposes, 

As. a further alternative, Herr Buchi ex- 
presses his approval of the City Engineer’s 
proposal that a smaller dam and reservoir 
at Ballysmuttan should be constructed to 
serve as an auxiliary source of water supply 
to the Roundwood and Stillorgan reservoirs. 
Under any of the alternative schemes re- 
viewed Liffey valley  rainfallg would be 
taken, as proposed by Sir John Griffith and 
Mr. Moynihan, to a big storage reservoir 
near, Clondalkin, and from: there linked up 
with the present storage reservoirs at Stil- 
lorgan and Ballyboden.
